Heavy Bombardments Are Followed by Raids Which Result in the 
Gapture of Prisoners — German ply to Bombardment Still 
Generally Ineffective—Gas Used by British With Deadly Effect 
in Le Bassee Region.

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN FRANCE, June 29, via London 
—Activity continues and increases along the whole British front, the 
initiative, as heretofore, resting almost entirely with the British. 
Besides a heavy bombardment of enemy positions, which in some 
places did material damage, a dozen local raigls have been executed 
since yesterday, nearly all of which, in addition to inflicting more or 
less serious casualties, succeeded in the capture of prisoners. The 
troops officially mentioned as doing especially well include the High- 
Jand Light Infantry, the Australians, the Lancashire Fusiliers and the 
Liverpools. The Oxford and Bucks Light Infantry also had a stiff 
and successful fight in ‘‘No Man’s Land,’’ where the Germans ad- 
vanced to meet them, but were driven beck to the trenches with loss. 
The German reply to th British bombardment is still generally in- 
effective, though in places the German guns have been very active, 
using large numbers of lachrymatory shells, and a large number of 
British offensives is keeping the Germans everywhere nervous and 
alert. 


LONDON, June 80.—The Sixth day 
of the British bombardment of the 
German lines from Ypres to the 
Bomme was featured by un increase 
ing number of trench raids Thes@ 
raids invariably are preceded by gen- 
erous shelling of the enemy's trenches 
with here and there a concentrated 
flre by the new trench mortars, the 
range and general effectiveness of 
which have been greatly increased. 
Yesterday the wreatest activity was 
on the centre of the British line,

All morning newspapers today 
print lengthy headquarters accounts 
of the firhting, which testify to the 
extravagant use of shells by the Brit- 
ish forces, 

The Daily Mail says: “The Germans 
are answering our gréat bombard- 
ment and are well supplied with 
shells, but they have never before em- 
ployed artillery on such a scale or 
on s0 wide an area as they are do- 
ing.

One of 
these enterprises took place after the 
discharge of gas, Our troops, enter- 
ing the German trenches, found a con- 
siderable number of dead, Our cas:

Hostile trenches 
were much damaged in many places, 
The intermittent discharge of smoke 
und gus has aroused the activity of the 
enemy's guns and caused him to dis- 
close his battery positions.”

Prospects for a large crop of the 
staple fruits in British Columbia are 
excellent at the present time, accord- 
ing to R. Robertson, of Vancouver, 
who is in the city in the interests of 
the Okanagan Valley Yruit Growers’

berry and other early small fruit crop 
has not been as good as last year, but 
unless unfavorable conditions develop 
later fruits will be abundant. The 
fruit growers of the western province 
have profitted greatly from their as- 
sociations, particularly in their ability 
to control marketting conditions, with 
the result that the grower obtains a 
better price on the whole and the con- 
Sumer secures greater uniformity. in 
quality, and the market is supplied in 
proportion to the demand, a condi-

KELLY CONVICTED 
ON 4 IN 5 CHARGES 


Trial of Roblin and Associ- 
ates Will Begin July 
the 18th 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WINNIPRG, June = 29,—Thomas 
Kelly was convicted !n the assize 
court here this afternoon of the theft 
and the receiving of stolen money, 
securities or other property, and of 
obtaining money by false pretences, 
Sentence was not passed, 

At four o'clock, when the jury had 
been out precisely three hours, they 
returned with their verdict. Mr, Jus- 
tice Prendergast came from hia room 
when informed that the jury had fin- 
ished their work, , 

“We find the prisoner guilty on 
counts one, two, four and five," said 
the foreman, The verdict was re- 
corded. 

“Task that the jury be pollod,” sald 
Kelly. There was no emotion in his 
voice, The jury polled, and each man 
voted guilty. 

“Il do not move for sentence,” said 
J. B, Coyne, K.C,, speaking for the 
crown. He added that H, H. Dowart, 
K.C., and R. T. Harding would like to 
discuss “the terms of the reserved 
case which Mr. Dewart aaked for 
after his motion to quash the indict- 
ment was refused.” It was arranged 
that the Judge would hear this appli- 
cation tomorrow afternoon, 

Mr. Dewart and Mr, Harding, who 
were associated with Kelly's defense 
until Mr, Justice Prendergast ruled 
that the case must proceed on Juno 
19, arrived in town this afternoon, 
They will ask ‘> judge for a stated 
case to the court of appeals, and if 
this is granted pending its disposal it 
is not axtactant that Kelly will be 
sentenced. The judge has intimated 
that he will grant the reserved case 
on request, 

There were five counts to the in- 
dictment on which Kelly was tried. 
Number 1 was theft; number 2 and 
number 3 were receiving; number 4 
was fulse pretences number 6 was 
recetving. His lordship instructed the 
jury that they could not find Kelly 
gullty on counts two and threo since 
they were identical except for the 
fact that count three added the names 
of Charles B, Kelly and Lawrence 
Kelly to the alleged congpirators as 
the result of whose conspiracy Kelly 
was claimed to have received stolen 
money, securities or property. 

Kelly was thorefore found not guil- 
ty of that count in the indictment 
which included the namea of hia two 
sons as conspirators and convicted on 
the count charging receiving as the 
result of a conspiracy among Sir Rod- 
mond Roblin, the late Hon. Dr. Mon- 
tague, James H. Howden, George R. 
Coldwell, Dr. R. M. Simpson, V. W. 
Horwood and the accused. He was 
convicted on counts one, two, four and 
five, 

The jury retired at one o'clock thia 
afternoon. At 8.80 they returned for 
information on some pointa of law, 
which was given them by his lord- 
ship, They returned to their room at 
$.50 and ten minutes later brought in 
their verdict, The judge, in discharg- 
ing the jury, spoke appreciatively of 
their services in qa “long, tedioug and 
painful matter,” 

The trial of Sip Rodmond Roblin, 
George R. Coldwell and James H. 
Howden will commence on July 18.

follows: 


(1) Breed to select, 

(2) Individual characteristics to select. 

(3) Inherited tendenctes, that is pedigree 

or ancestry. 

As to (1): The breed to select, nn- 
doubtedly a cow of one of the recognized 
“dairy breeds” as distinct from the “beef 
breeds” should be selected. If I were seck- 
ing a race horse 1 would not select elther 
a Clyde or a Shire; if IT were seeking a 
draft horse I would not select a thorough- 
bred. The same principle ippltes to dairy- 
ing. The dairy breeds, built up by genera- 
tions of scientific mating aud breeding with 
large dalry yields always in view as the 
breeder s pe object naturally excel in 
dairy production; quite as naturally the 
“beef breeds” excel in beer production, by 


having been bred up primarily * produce 
we 


beef, The feed consumed by 
breeds goes mainly to the pro on of 
milk and butter fat; the feed consnmed by 
the beef breeds goes mainly to the bulld- 
ing up of beef. Hence for dairying pur- 
poses the dairy breeds should be chosen, 

As between the various dairy breeds, each 
has fis own excellent points and its own 
admirers, [ am convinced, though, that 
for the average Alberta farmer the dairy 
breed, or breeds, that are largest tn size 
are the best adapted, for the reason that 
their steers and the cows themselves, when 
finally sold to be butchered, will weigh 
more, and hence realize a larger price. 

As to (2): Individnal characteristics to 
select! Having made bis choice as to breed, 
Mr. Alberta Farmer must now select the 
individual cows of his chosen breed that 
will make up his herd. My “typleal dairy 
cow” must have a large capactous barrel 
it is here that her food is asstinilated, and 
starts to be manufactured into milk and 
butter fat, She must have great depth of 
heart girth, an indication both of produe- 
tion and hardihood, Ste must have a large 
and well-balanced udder, extending high 
up behind, and reaching far forward on 
the barrel, The quality or texture of her 
udder must be soft, plinble, silky, in no 
case coarse or fatty, The teats must be 
good sized. Her coat must be fine 
hatred, silky, the skin loose and 
handled, Her eyes must — be 
apart, and plactd and quiet in expression; 
her muzzle large and wide. Her ribs and 
the notchings along the ridge of the back 
must be open and set wide apart, Her 
milk veins must be long and tortuous, and 
stand out very prominently, She must be 
distinetly feminine in appearance. So much 
for her physical characteristics, which are 
apparent to the eye, She must also, it 
is almost needless to add, meet the test 
of scales, and Babcock tester—the scales 
to determine the quantity of her produc. 
tion, and the Babcock tester to search out 
the percentage of butter fat her milk con- 
tains. 

Finally, as to (3); “Inherited tendencies.” 
“Like begets like’—-a good cow mated to a 
good dairy bull is almost sure to hand 
down to her own good qualities at produc- 
tion to the next generation, Select your 
cows from ancestors that have “made 
good" at the pail, That way lies real pro- 
gress, greater prosperity — incidentally 
larger cream cheques. Twenty years ago 
the cow that produced 20 pounds of butter 
in a week was considered a maryel; today 
the world’s record for seven days is 44.18 
pounds of butter; tomorrow we will have 
» 50 pound cow, This marvellous pro- 
s has been brought about by careful, 
tithe reeding, mating high pro- 
ducing ws to choice dairy bulls, the 
bulls invariably being from high produe- 
ing dams, We can do the same thin in 
Alberta—let’s make a vow that we will,

The 
other is that they are convinced 
that if they got the street railway 
at that price oy on lease that they 
could make it earn the cost of 
operation plus a profit for them- 
selves, This declaration of faith 
on behalf of the company. is good 
enough evidence that the city 
would be ‘‘stung’’ if it sold the 
street railway us a hopelessly in- 
volved financial enterprise, or sold 
it at any price at all that could be 
got while present world financial 
conditions contime, It may be 
that the city canaot obtain the 
sort of management which would 
make the street railway a paying 
enterprise. It can at least obtain 
the sort of management that 
would make it a less heavy loser, 
and would enable the gity to carry 
it until money conditions return to 
something like normal. And the 
nearer the self-sustaining mark 
the system can be brought, the 

better price can be got for it if the 
owners decide to sell or the better 
terms if they decide to lease,

Canada’s trade last month was 
double that of May of last year.

And now, if war breaks out 
with Mexico, the United States 
Government may commandeer the 
product of the factories holding 
these contracts, and the British 
guns will be correspondingly short 
of sheiis wherewith to smash a 
path through the German lines. 


The street railway is the pro- 
perty of the tax-payers, not of the

That a company should prefer 
to dicker with a council in that 
way can be understood; and the 
same reasons which would make 
the method attractive to a com- 
pany make it objectionable from 
the publie standpoint. Knowing 
beforehand what it wants, a com- 
pany is likely to come out of such 
negotiations having secured not 
only what it really expected, but 
a good deal more than it had any 
title to get. The council would 
be well advised in telling Mr, Me- 
Laws—and any other party who 
may be interested—that if he has 
anything to say to the aldermen 
on the question of purchasing or 
leasing the street railway or other 
civic property he must say it in 
terms of a clearly defined pro- 
posal, capable of being put before 
the owners and so made the basis 
of an open and above-board dis- 
cussion both in and out of the

At the present time virulent criti- 
cism is being poured out upon him 
because he supported in parliament 
the motion of Mr, Lapointe regarding 
bilingual teaching in the Krench 
schools of Ontario. He is accused of 
attempting to arouse race prejudice;

speaking people of Canada against 
the prosent Conservative governments 
of Ontarlo and of the Dominion; of 
placing himself at the head of a 
movement for Krench domination 
throughout the Dominion, although 
neither the words of the resolu- 
tion nor the arguments offered in its 
support by Sir Wilfrid himself or any 
of his French or English-speaking 

apporters, would bear out in the 
slightest degree any of these conten- 
tions, 

The resolution itself declared spe- 
elfically for provincial rights in re- 
gard to educational matters and de- 
clared equally strongly for English 
education in all the schools of On- 
tario, No word was uttered by Sir 
Wilfrid or this French-speaking sup- 
porters that did not fully endorse and 
support the resolution in these par- 
tlculars, The only ground offered 
for the resolution or for the speeches 
in its support, was that the privilege, 
custom or right to have French taught 
in French-speaking settlements was 
being unduly and unfairly restricted 
by provincial administration under 
legislation recently passed. 

These are the facts as they stand. 
But Sir Wilfrid's critics are not satis- 
fied to take them at their face value. 
They insist on looking for motives 
and purposes behind the facts. That 
is their right if they are pleased to 
exercise it. But the arguments to 
support their conclusions must then 
be based on other facets; which can 
only be found in the long and honor- 
able political career of Sir Wilfrid. He 
is of French race and of the Catholic 
religion. He is a proud and enthusi- 
astic Frenchman and a consistent and 
g008 living Catholic, Not less he is, 
and has always been, the acknowledg- 
ed and avowed exponent of the prin- 
clples of English Liberalism as ex- 
pressed in the policy of the United 
iSingdom and the British Empire un- 
der the direction of Gladstone and 
Bright. Applied to the great, many, 
and varied problems of Canada during 
the past 40 years, these principles 
have been advocated in opposition and 
applied when in power to secure the 
well being of the state by first secur- 
ing the well being of the individuals 
who compose the state, 

Ever since Canada came under Brit- 
ish rule its great and peculiar prob- 
lem has been the joint occupation of 
the country. by the British and 
French races under the British crown. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s application of 
Liberal principles to that situation is, 
and has alwaye becn, to secure united 
effort in national affairs by conceding 
individual or local right so far as is 
found to be just and possible in in- 
dividual or local affairs. As between 
the two races his policy has been to 
establish mutual respect by maintain- 
ing the rights of each, while always 
urging conciliation on points of con- 
flicting views or interests, 

His accession to power in 1896 was 
at a time when under a previous ad- 
ministration—of opposite policy— 
Canada had been brought to the 
verge of civil war. The conditions 
thus created had been accompanied 
by a period of business stagnation 
which had sent the native born citi- 
zens of Canada, both French and 
English, as immigrants to the United 
States by tens of thousands each year, 
In the campaign of 1896 he was able 
to influence his French-Canadian 
compatriots to support the principle 
of provincial rights in the educational 
interests of the province of Mani- 
toba; and for the first time in the 
history of Canada brought about the 
active and effective union of the two 
races in the Dominion which in truth 
made Canada a nation and finally re- 
sulted in the greatest measure of. ma- 
terial prosperity that the country has 
yet known, 

When the provinces of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan were established 
in 1905, parliament under the leader- 
ship of Sir Wilfrid and in the face 
of most determined opposition, both 
in the House and at certain bye-elec- 
tions occurring at that time, provided 
for the continuation of the separate 
school rights granted to Roman 
Catholics by the North-West Terri- 
torles act. The result has been that 
these provinces have ever since en-

Slr Wilfrid Laurier 
in power was made the object of at- 
tack both In front and rear; in Que- 
bee because being avowedly pro-Brit- 
ish he was guilty of treason to his race 
and even his religion; and in Ontario 
because being French and Catholic 
he must be disloya} to Britein, and 
the instrument of the Pope to destroy 
Protestant rights and liberties,

The 
same political ideals that had led to 
the conditions preceding 1896 were 
again brought vigorously into play vy 
his opponents, Jn Quebec he was 
flercely attacked for introducing an 
imperialist and militarist policy, while 
in Ontario he was as}fiercely attacked 
on the groun first, that his naval 
proposals were insufficient, and sec- 
ond, because insofar’as these propos- 
als acknowledged Canadian autonomy 
they were in fact an evidence of dis- 
loyalty to the Empire such as could 
only be expected from one of his race 
and faith. 

The first important act of the parti- 
ament of 1896 had been to reduce the 
tariff in largest measure by establish- 
ing the British preference. Again in 
support of the Liberal principles of 
lower taxes and freer trade, in 1911 
he appealed to the country on a pol- 
ley of tariff reduction and trade ex- 
pansion under a measure of reciproc- 
ity with the United — States, The 
manufacturers who had built up their 
enterprises as a result of the prosper- 
ity occurring under his administra- 
tion were not satisfied with the ad- 
vintages they had receiv Al- 
though they were not adver 
deed directly affected by the reciproc- 
ity proposals, they attacked the ar- 
rangement on the alleged ground of 
patriotism; and their money and influ- 
ence from one end of the Dominion 
to the other was used not only to! 
maintain the tariff but to secure a 
government that would give desired 
tariff increases, as the Liberal govern- 
ment would not. At the same time in 
the province of Quebec, the Nation- 
alist campaign, financed by the Con- 
servalive party, wos an attack on 
Laurier because he had sacrificed 
French-Canadian ideals to British im- 
perialism by his naval law. And in 
Ontario the fact that he was of 
French race and Catholic religion wag 
used to accenuate the feelings that had 
been aroused amongst Protestants by 
the discussion of the papal Ne Temere 


decree and the occurrences at’ the 
Kucharistic congress held «at Mon- 
treal, The anti-imperialistic cam- 


paign in Quebec secured a turn over 
of some 20 seats, and the Ne Temere 
decree and the Eucharistic congress 
propaganda in Ontario, backed by the 
money of the manufacturers, reduced 
the Liberal representation from that 
province to little more than a corp- 
oral's guard, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier went out of 
power in 1911, when Canada was at 
her highest point of material prosper- 
ity. He was defeated in an effort to 


reduce the taxes and increase’ the 
earnings, by increasing the trade, of 
the people. He was defeated by the 


successful revival of the old policy of 
arousing race and religious prejudices 
in a campaign financed by those 
whose object was to raid the earnings 
and savings of the people by higher 
tariffs, 

When war broke out Sir Wilfrid as 
leader of the Liberal opposition of- 
fered the support of himself and fol- 
lowers to the government in all mens- 
ures for the efficient prosecution of 
Canada's share in the war. He ad- 
dressed public meetings in both Que- 
bee and Ontario on behalf of enlist- 
ment for overseag service and from 
that time forward has maintained the 
attitude that he took in August, 1914, 

Because this man occupying this 
position and with this record dared 
to be a party to a discussion on the 
floor of parliament on a question that, 
for lack of mutual understanding be- 
tween the parties, had become most 
acute, and threatened the most seri- 
ous consequences, he is accussed of 
sectionalism and of undue sympathy 
with the race to which he belongs and 
which he has so highly honored, 

In 1911 he was accused of all the 
erimes in the calendar’ throughout 
English-speaking Canada, because he 
was a Catholic. Now he is being sim- 
larly accused because he is a French- 
man. There were no grounds for the 
accusations made in 1911, nor are 
there grounds for the accusations 
made today. He is the man who led 
Canada to the height of her greatest 
material success; a success that lasted 
only one short year after he relin- 
quished the reins of office. His re- 
cord is one of far-seeing and success- 
ful statesmanship founded on the 
truest principles of Liberalism and 
applied with the best Judgment and 
discretion to the complex problems of 
Canada,

Lapointe's resolution and the argu- 
ments upon it made from both sides of 
the House. The details are, of course, 
difficult, but when they are met in a 
fair spirit on both sides they can no 
doubt be worked out successfully, 
The English-speaking supportors of 
separate schools in Ontario are those 
who at present have greatest fear that 
their rights and interests may be ig¢- 
nored, There is no reason for this 
Suggestion in the fact that. Sir Wil- 
frid claimed for the Frenech- -speaking 
settlements of Ontario the continued

cherries abound in the district. The 
‘lake is well stocked with the finest 
quality of whitefish found in Albert:, 
while jack-fish, pickerel and goldeye 
are in abundance. Partridge and pra 
irie chicken are in plenty, while wild 
duck are found by the million on the 
lake, the feeding grounds being espe- 
ciaily good, The lake being surrounded 
hy timber, it is protected to a rreat ex- 
jent from high winds, making boatiag 
particularly safe, 

Small boats, such as motor boats ant 
gasoline launches, enn be used on an) 
portion of the lake, Canoes can alse 
be used on Sturgeon River as well as 
cn the lake. 

A good paddle can be lad as fa 
east as St, Albert, A good canoe trip 
would be to start at Alberta Leach, go 
up to Lake Isle, return down through 
Lake isle to Sturgeon Rive LELOSS 
Lake St. Ann, down the Sturgeon Kiv- 
er again to Fort Saskatchewan and 
return from the Fort by Canatinn Nor 
thern to Edmonton, Good maps gov- 
erning this route may be obtained 
from the Surveyor General's depart- 
ment at Ottawa by sending twenty 
cents and asking for Western Sheets 
Numbers 314 and 615. 

The roads in the district are largely 
of government construction snd in fa- 
sorable weather are first-class automo- 
bile roads, The district south of the 
lake is well settled by farmers, from 
whom milk, butter and eggs may be 
obtained at farmer prices. The soil is 
of a warm sandy loam, particularly 
suitable for gardening, which is only 
carried on at the present time to meot 
household requirements. .

[o FOUND GUILTY 
OF RlGH TREASON 
TO MAKE APPEAL 


Jury Brought in Verdict Within 
an Hour—Bailey Acquitted 
as Accomplice 


London, June 29.—Sir Roger 
Cusement was sentenced tu death 
today after being found guilty of 
high treason. An appeai will be 
taken by Sir Roger, 

The ending of the historic trial 
came shortly before 4 o’ciock this 
afternoon when the jury, which 
had~been out less than an hour, 
brought in its verdict against the 
Irish knight. 

Today’s session of the court 
was given over to arguments of 
counsel and the charge to the 
jury. Sir Roger’s counsel, Alex- 
ander Sulivan, who collapsed in 
court yesterday, was unable to 
appear’ today and his ergument 
was taken up by Artemus Jones, 
assistant counsel for the defense. 
The attorney-general, Sir Fred- 
erick Smith, summed up the case 
for the prosecution, after which 
the Lord Chief Justice delivered 
his charge. 

Bailey Discharged 

After Sir Roger had been sen- 
tenced Daniel Bailey, the private 
soldier who had been held as lis 
accomplice, was placed in the 
dock. The chief justice directed 
the jury to return a verdict of not 
guilty and Bailey was discharged.

Sir Roger addressed the court, read- 
Ing his final statement with the ex- 
planation that he wished it might 
reach a much larger audience than 
the one before him and particularly 
the people of America from whom had 
come many messages of sympathy to 
him and whose own struggle for lib- 
erty, he said, always had been an in- 
spiration to Irishmen, 

The prisoner shook hands with a 
friend who was sitting below the dock 
While the usher placed the black cloths 
over the heads of th> judges, The voice 
of the Chief Justice was firm but his 
vYace was pale as he®spoke the few 
words in pronouncing the sentence, He 
Legan: “Roger David Casement, you 
ave been found guilty by a juty of 
your peers of high treason, the highest 
crime known to the law,” and con- 
cluded by sentencing him to “be hang- 
d by the neck until you are dead.”
